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The  Baltimore  Museum  of  Art  has  appreciated  the 
significance  of  a  Pan-American  exhibition  of  paintings  at 
this  time  when  North  America,  Central  America  and  South 
America  are  drawing  more  closely  together  in  their  business 
relations,  and  has  assembled  this  group  of  paintings  from 
Canada,  Argentina,  Bolivia,  Brazil,  Costa  Rica,  Cuba,  Ec¬ 
uador,  Guatemala,  Paraguay,  Uruguay  and  Peru. 

The  collection  is  of  especial  interest  to  Toledo  after 
the  Exhibition  of  the  Decorative  Arts  of  South  America 
held  in  the  Museum  last  year  in  the  month  of  November. 
The  Decorative  Arts  Exhibition  was  a  revelation  of  the 
artistic  sense  of  the  seventeenth  and  eighteenth  centuries 
while  the  present  collection  of  paintings  shows  the  growth 
and  culture  of  these  same  people  in  modern  times. 

This  exhibition  gives  an  opportunity  of  tracing  re¬ 
gional  influences  which  have  combined  to  create  a  varied 
art  which  is  at  the  same  time  influenced  by  one  great  mod¬ 
ern  movement. 

The  contrasts  are  interesting  and  significant,  from  the 
cool  and  clear  cut  treatment  of  the  far  north  to  the  warm 
and  vivid  technique  of  the  south. 

To  gather  these  extremes  together  in  this  exhibition 
and  to  present  them  sympathetically  one  to  the  other  and 
the  result  to  us,  has  been  a  work  of  inspiration.  Perhaps 
through  these  cultural  means  may  be  established  an  intelli¬ 
gent  understanding  in  the  Americas.

OBJECTS  FROM  MESOPOTAMIA 


The  most  important  find  in  Mesopotamia  during  this 
past  season  by  any  excavators,  has  been  made  by  the 
Toledo  Museum  of  Art — University  of  Michigan — Cleve¬ 
land  Museum  of  Art  expedition. 

It  consists  of  gold  jewelry  in  perfect  condition,  rings, 
earrings  and  bracelets  beautifully  wrought,  of  the  first  and 
second  centuries. 

Figurines  in  ivory  and  marble,  alabaster  jars  and 
pottery  of  divers  shapes  and  classes,  together  with  architec¬ 
tural  decorations  and  objects  of  common  usage  have  also 
been  excavated. 

The  coins  bearing  the  bust  and  inscription  of  the 
Parthian  King,  Vologases  III  who  reigned  from  147  to  19 1 
A.  D.  gives  us  a  definite  date  for  many  of  these  finds. 

The  first  level  excavated,  runs  from  200  A.  D.  back 
to  1 17  A.  D.  Below  this  the  second  level  from  117  A.  D. 
to  43  A.  D.,  the  third  or  lowest  level  yet  excavated  on  this 
site,  dates  from  43  A.  D.  back  to  148  B.  C. 

Beneath  these  levels  lie  other  civilizations,  Greek, 
Babylonian  and  Sumerian,  for  future  years  to  uncover. 
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
